He possesses a high degree of intelligence, is veil educated and has not 
only mechanically absorbed, but, to a considerable degree, assimilated the 
material he has read and studied. His way of thinking is extremely clear and 
concise* He is an astute observer who notices small details and knows how to 
correlate them to their larger frame of reference* He is intellecrbually sus-* 
oeptible, versatile and differentiated and, at the same tims, he is practical- 
minded and has his feet firmly on the grou^* He poaeeasea connonsense, is 
sober-minded and matter-of-fact* These tendencies he modifies externally by a 
smooth social formality* Be is interested in small items and happenings of 
daily routine as well as in larger Issues of more universal scope and iiqpli- 
cations* He is systematic and methodical in his approach and has a strofng sense 
of discipline* He has a quick understaxidlng for new ideas and suggestions, but, 
he testa them, most carefully, before he incorporated them into his mode of oper- 
ation* He discards unessentials as much as possible and tries to deal only with 
the vital points in a problem or a situation* His critical faculties are pro- 
nounced and he evaluates by rather high and strictly defined standards* He has 
a strong will-power and a strong sense of disciplina.

abreast with xiew and useful developments* In the execution of his work, he is 
exact, coasoientlous and reliable* He has an almost perfectlonlstlc ideal of 
order and accuracy \diich he does not like to see violated* He demazMis metiotlate 
neatness from everybody around him and will not stand for any disorder or con- 
fusion* He is serious and thorough and loathes any kind of sv^)erflclallty* He 
has a lot of persistence and perseverance; whatever he starts, he vUl follow 
through to the very end, no matter what obstacles may be in his way* He con- 
centrates intensely on Ms work without being subject to distraction or diversion* 
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Hia DBiaory functions preclsaly and he can rely on It at any time. In any kind 
of asaignooent \diich he accepts, he will function with a aachlna-like precision; 
not allowing for any human vea^ssess or possible digressions* He is a person 
with strict principles who may go to great length in defending these princlxd.es 
and, when he has set his course, will go his road unerringly* 


He has strong emotional capacities tdiioh are sublimated into his dutiful 
performance* Most of his emotional intensl'fy is absorbed by his en^hasis on 
\itat he considers righteous and proper* He is very reserved and restrained in 
his emotional attitude; covering up his inflexibility vdth rationally acquired 
social skill and smoot^ese. He is somewhat conventional and there is, in spite 
of his efforts to appear at ease, a certain stiffness and elaborateness in his 
manner and esqpression* He has his lagmlses under a strict rational control and 
allows himself only a minimum of spontaneity* He is thoroughly identified with 
the traditional and professional patterns in which he was brought and trained* 
This identification provides him with the needed Inner feeling of support and 
security* He is essentially modest and unassuming, but, he can act in a position 
of authority and command because he considers himself as a part in a structure 
which full fills a vital function* This provides him with a necessary self-con* 
fidenee and assurance* He thinks carefully before he acts, makes dear-citt 
decisions and does not hesitate to translate ideas, which he has found acceptable, 
into action* There is a steadiness in his emotional reactions and he Is not 
subject to mood fluctuations* V/hlle he can deal skillfully with different types 
of people, he is most selective as to those with whom he establishes deeper going 
contacts* He is most secretive about his personal affairs axsd does not confide 
easily in axybody* He is veil qualified to guard secrets entrusted to him* He 
has a strong feeling of pride and honor and is filled with resentment when people 
try to belittle these concepts* He is so tborougbly identified with ”law and 
order" that he is almost too stern and rigid in its defense* He may even be some- 
what fanatioal and at times become subjective in Judging people or situations* 
However, his intellectual broader scope and versatility may prevent him from 
making mistakes which are too^grave* Also, there ie a strange contradiction in 
hie maketq>* He is boimd by strict fundamental ethical principles (probably of 
religious cheracter) which seem to be the guiding images for which he lives and 
worka* At the same time, he has some strong camouflaging and distorting tezkden- 
cles tAiich he represses strongly and which are in strange contrast to his pro- 
claimed attitude of honesty aM truth* His law-preserving and law-abiding role 
may be a strong over compensation for these dissembling tendencies* At the same 
time, he may activate and utilize them for the fight and defense of ethics and 
morality* Certainly, he ia much more conplex than one would gather f^om more 
stgoerficlal contact with him* He is quite capable in dealing with his contrast- 
ing tendencies and molds them into a tinlt for his personal satisfaction* People, 
who try to get to know him better, could easily be puzzled by some of his contra* 
dictory reactions, unless he is willing to explain his motivations* He is a 
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person uho is eiaotionally self-contained, can stand alone aiid has a lot of 
stamina. He can be very obstinate and offer passive resistance, vhen he wants 
to* His strong aggressive tendencies seem to be bottled up and find only iz^ 
direct eoqpiression* For social purposes, he can appear softer and more pliable 
than he actually is* fie can be sentimental and the heartstrings and, at 
other times, surprise by the ruthlessness and hardness of a decision* Inwardly, 
he is unmoved and practically has trained himself to be insensitive* fie in- 
stinctively senses danger and, at the slightest provocation, is cautious and 
suspicious* fie lives under a considerable strain, which he tries to deny to 
himself and others* fie wants to be strong and invinoible and have the upper- 
hand in the aituationa he la dealing with* £y nature, he had a good amount of 
psyohc^l^alcal resouroea which are somewhat depleted although he seems to 
fisictlon effeotively in every day life* However, there is the possibility of 
some underlying organic disc^er* fiis willpower is so strong that by a too 
intensive repression of his emotions, he is in danger of overplaying hia hand* 

The writ^ has unusually good capacities which are well developed and 
trained so that in hia profession as a police official he probably gives a 
model performance* His emotional conplexlty partly supports and pertly contra- 
dicts his oonaoious eayhasiaed striving for lirtegri'^ and decency, and he may 
be capable of activati^ underhanded tactioa for reaching aims which he considers 
personaUly (not neoessarily from an egotistic angle) as correct azid vcrtb while*
